GOLD RUSH NORTH | 
FROM PRINCE ALBERT 


Prospectors Leaving Daily for Lac La 
Ronge and Churchill River Mineral 
Fields.—Assayvs Made of Finds 
Last Year Show District to be 
Rich in Gold, 


Prince Albert, Sask., April 18.—The 
rush is starting for the Lac La Ronge 
and Churehill river mineral fields. 
and parties of prospectors are leaving 
almost daily for the north. 

\ few parties went out last summer 
and did sufficient prospecting to prove 
the truth of the stories brought in by 
Indians and fur traders that the 
rocky basin of the Churchill river is 
seamed with precious mineral-bear- 
ing quartz 

Most of these prospectors, however, 
vere green at the business, real es- 
tate men, merchants and so forth 
men who would not have known how 
to shoot off a stick of dynamite if 
they had had one in their outfit. But 
they carried prospector’s hammers 
chipped off pieces of fock whith they 
sent away to be assayed. One man 
got back a report that his sample con- 
tained $390 worth of gold to the ton, 
but most of the assays showed be 
tween $1 and $5 of gold with small 
quantities of nickel, silver and copper 

All of last year’s prospectors were 
not amateurs, however, some old Yu- 
kon and Cobalt miners being among 
them. One of these was a lady, Mrs 
Rose McArthur, who was in the Yu- 
kon with her late husband in 1897 
For a companion on the Lac La Ronge 
expedition, Mrs, McArthur had her 
neice, Miss Nellie Lightbody, who de- 
serted the swithboard at the Prince 
Albert telephone exchange to go on 
the search for gold. She found it too 
and the ladies are preparing to go 
north this year to see their claims 
developed Miss Lightbody was 
brought up on a Canadian farm and 
ig an expert with a horse or paddling 
a canoe

C.N.R. 1S THINKING 
OF MOVING GRAIN 


D. B. Hanna and M. H. McLeod 
Confer in Winhipeg—-Enough 
Cars For 2,000,000 Bushels 


Winnipeg, April 18D. B. Hanna, 
third vice-president of the C. N. Ri, 
sauntered into the eity yeeterday from 
Toronto and explained that routine 
business only accounted for his pres- 
ence in the West. The business he 
was engaged in kept him in steady 
conference yesterday with General 
Manager M. H. MeLeod and the Can- 
adian Northern campaign in the west 
for 1909 got examination at closer 
quarters than would be possible in 
Toronto 

Already the C. N. R: is thinking of 
moving grain. To de this for the com- 
ing crop season it anticipates that ad- 
ditional equipment will be necessary.

ANTHRACITE COAL OPERATORS 
Refuse to Renew Three Year Agree- 
ment With Miners. 


New York, N.Y., April 13.—The eor- 
porations which own the anthracite, 
or hard coal minés, met in this city 
today to discuss the refusal of the 
commercial miners to renew the three 
year agreement with them. A com- 
mittee was appointed to review the 
entire situation and to report to the 
full body on April 22

Company's Official Statement Regard- 
ing the Settlement Mot Borne Out 
By Actual Terms.—Closed Shop 
Practically Secured.—System and 
Committee Representation Ob-

Winnipeg. April 12,—Osborn Wark, | 
chairman of the federal trades of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, and R. 
J. Shore, chairman of the press com- 
mittee this mérning made an official 
etatement with reference to the mea- 
stire of success which the general com. 
mittes had in its negotiations with the | 
The 


officials of the company. state- 


ment made by the representatives 
was in substance as appended, and 
certainly is very different from the 


press dispatch sent out on behalf of 
the company. It quite substantiates 
the report of the settlement as it was 
actually effected. 

Both Mr, Shore and Mr. Wark took 
a fair and candid position in the mat- 
ter, but among the rank and file of 
the unions there was a decided spirit 
of resentment at the statement given 
out by the company. By many it ‘s 
regarded simply as an attempt to ‘n- 
fluence the negotiations which are ap 
proaching on eastern lines, 

The settlement as outlined ‘yw

First, the conference between the

In a case in which so laree 
an amount of money was involved and 
so many men interested, the matter 
was very keenly fought out and there 
were naturally at certain points some 
het words, but in a few minutes the 
discussion quieted down and was re- 
sumed in good spirit. All that we 
sought was an agreement which would 
be fair to the company and fair to the 
employees, We are fully satisfied with 
the result; the compeny is as well sat- 
ified, and we trust that the good re- 
lations will continue for many years. 
A Perfect Understanding. 

“Second—With referenee to the re 
port of the board of conciliation which 
was given last year and under which 
the men have been sinee working the 
employees of the company didnet. ask 
that this report should be supersed®d 
by a new agreement. It stands as it 
was written This report Was, how- 
ever, prepared by gentlemen who were 
not acquainted intimately with the 
work done in the shops ef a railway 
company, and many of the clauses are 
capable of various interpretations, Phe 
company interpreted them in one way 
and the employees interpreted them tn 
another, We approached the company 
With a view to securing. an interpret- 
ation in each case, Fof this pinpose 
we prepared a sehedule. The company 
also had a schedule, Each individual 
point in whieh these schedules 4if- 
fered was, taken up in the conlerence 
and on every one of them we secured 
an understanding which wag entirely 
satisfactory to our committee, Both 
the company and the men now uniflers 
stuud the report and anterpret it in 
the same way 

Got System Representation, 

urd.—With reference to the 
changes mode as a Pesult of the con- 
ferences and the coneessions made by 
the officials of the company we asked 
for system representation. That is ‘0 
say, we have asked that one committee 
should meet the officials of the com- 
pany in Winnipeg and that the same 
committee should meet the officials of 
the company in Montreal. We have 
received assurance that Mr, Wark, the 
general chairman, of Winnipeg, shall 
meet the Officials of the company in 
Montreal and negotiate with them.

may homestead’ a  quarter-section (et 
acres, more or less) of available Domin 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan ot 
Alberta. The applicant must appear i 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency cr 
Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of intending 
homestader 

Duties—Six months’ residence apon and 
@ultivatiow’ of the land in each of three 
years A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of bis homestead on a farm of 
at least 80 acres solely owned and occupied 
by ‘him or b¥ his father, mother, eon, 
daughter; brother or sister 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may preempt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead Price 
$3.00 per acre.
